It was prepared ts pan of i larger «a*dy of PRC political negotiating behavkv.i Tie 
chronology summariia the evolution of the VxTnaTiation* dialogue between the United Sates and (he 
PRC between 1967 and 1979 and pan-normaliiaaoo negotiations between Washington and Beijing on 4c 
bsue of American arms ales 10 Taiwan. The annotated summaries of the sencr-levcl exchanges also 
document exchanges on international political and defense issues of concern 10 the two government*.

Inert is no central repository of this negotiating record within the VS. government 
Moreover, within each agency there are various levels" of documentary control Vot example, the 
Deportment of State's normal secret-level cables are given fairly wide internal circulation and extensive 
distribution in the field lo relevant embassies and consulates, in contrast to the highly restiicttd "NODIS" 
(no distribution) channels at either secret or lop-secret leveb of classification. Similarly, the National 
Securiry Council has a "normal" system of documentary control, while particularly scasiUve materials are 
handled in an "outside the system" accountability control pr ^ss, or in a m rtally outside the system" ( if 
totally unrecorded) manner. The While House, m addition, has a highly controlled "back channcT system 
of telegraphic communications with VS. embassies abroad by which ambassadors can communicae 
directly with the President or bis National Security Adviser in a highly restricted and secure manner. 

Further complicating the problem of access e the full documentary record U the fact that over lime 
documentary collections are dissipated, destroyed, or removed to various govemmeaal librarrs or storage 
centers. As a result of the normal turnover of government officials and the Emits of documentary swage 
space there is probably not much more than a three- to five-year "insointional memory" of official 
documents readily available to operational officials at any given time. And U has become fiirty standard 
practice for an administration, in its waning hours, lo remove its poEucaUy most sensitive documents to the 
retiring President's library or. as in the case of the Kissinger collection, to the Library of Congress, where 
t^c material a subject to controlled access. Finally, much documentation, including transcripts of telephone 
conversations, sensitive "back channel" telegraphic messages, or uncontrolled memoranda, are virtually 
beyond retrieval except through extraordinary effort and highly controlled usage, 

The author of this chronology gained authorued access to the record of US.-PRC politica* exchanges 
in pan because of the support of senior officials of d« Reagin ac^inisvizion^ m pan becau« of his price 
exposure lo most of this material as a suff member of the National Security Council during (he yean 1971- 
1976 and subsequent wort as a consultant to the NSC and the Departments of State and Defense, and 
because of the support of former senior officials who, b their formal roles in the deciooornaking and 
implementing process, created much of this negotiating record. 

Tic problems of gaining full documentary control have been partially cornpensafcd for by the growing 
corpus of memoirs prepared by former government officials* which draw upon their own records as well as 
their recollections of evenu n which they participaied. This duonology draws upon a frfcty extensive 
collection of such memoirs (see Appendix A), which have been used to check and supplement the formal 
documentary record. b addition, more thaa 30 detailed kueroews were conducted with former senior 
officials involved in the development of Stno-Amcricac relations, both to check certain aspects of oe 
formal record and to gain the officials* impressions of the manner in which Chinese officials manage the 
negotiating proccss-the primary concern of this project.

except where such encounters contain especially important political •signals." And there are Emited 
inclusions of press saiements by Arncricao or Chinese leader where such public material was dearly oscd 
by the o/Ticials concerned ts pan of the negotiating process. 

7he chronology does not include deianed assessments of negotiating encounien by Cabinet-level 
officials (such as the Secxiaries of the Treasury or Commerce) or other senior negotiators in wi.ich the 
subjects under discussion are not relevant 10 the political normalization of U.S.-PRC relations, management 
of the Taiwan issue, or SirK>American exchanges oo mternauonaJ poliucaj and securiry issoes. Similarly, 
ihe chronology does na include much of the increasingly voluminous # middk -lever communication 
between Chinese and American officials, which is tartly relevant 10 the process of unpttmenwit policies 
set by their superiors, except in instances where such communications shed light on Chinese nerotiatfne 
practices. *

The text below puts the period covered (1967-1984) a a broader historical context of Siro-Amaran 
rtlauons and describes briefly the periods, or phases of the U.S.-PRC poDucal dialogue, Tbere are fisaect 
differences m the political character of these periods, as weD as variations fa the *yk of the oegooatmg 
process and the channels of com municatioo in vol vol,

after 1W9 was insituiorutiaed as the government of the People's Republic of Oiha-M into four dtsina 
Phases.

*v esubltshed through the US. Army*! "Dixie Mission" to the Communist capital of Yanan during World 
War n, the Oitnese Communist Party mission m me Nationalisi Ounese government's wartime capital of 
Oiungldng (Chongqing), and after the defeat of Japan in 1945, via a range of contacts with the soocHt>4e- 
rictonoos Communis authorities during the Gvfl War period (particnlarfy the mission of General George 
C Marshall to mediae the Commuru^-Naocmlisx cMl wv).

TTih annotated chronology has been designed 10 be as simple and straightforwird as possible, but t 
fe* txpUoator> commenuon the categories used (the date of an encounter, the senior officials involved, 
and a swrr^ary of antfor commenu on the subjects discussed) will be hcipftxL 

Date. The dale of 1 particular meeting (and the lime k wis recorded fe the source decumeru) 

represent the actual ercc^ta at te locale wn«^ TT< recorfinian^ortingdatec/apjniciuar 

exchange, upon occasion, may be somewhat lata- than the meeting itself, but the documentary record almas 
always identifies the time and date of the meeting. 

In certain negotiating situations, the time difference bwwecn Washington and Beijing* is important to 
onderstanding the evolution of a negotiation. Tnis is particularly so in the negotiations of December 1*78, 
when the United Sciies imoaied a rapid, b*Hminute exchange of commutations berweeo the two 
leaderships 10 make certain that tbe Chinese government understood the American postrioo 00 post, 
normalization arms sales 10 Taiwan. 

Tne relative times of negotiating exchanges being conducted via cable between Washington and 
Beijing can be accuracy identified by using the -Zulu" or Green wich Mean Ture nootion b the daas-tune 
group record in a parueular cable.
